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The  year  1923  has  been  one  of  progress  and  activity  in  hospital 
construction  as  will  be  noted  under  the  paragraph  headings  which 
follow  The  capital  expenditures  have  added  $64,677.85  to  the  value  of 
our  plant,  represented  by  an  expenditure  of  $26,455.87  for  the  construc- 
tion and  equipment  of  the  industrial  shops  building,  and  $38,221. y«  in 
completion  of  payments  on  the  Alexandrine  Avenue  East  properties. 


INDUSTRIAL  SHOPS   BUILDING 

This  building,  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  March,  1923, 
was  constructed  during  the  summer,  together  with  extension  of  the 
storeroom  delivery  driveway  to  the  cross  alley.  The  hospital  has  long 
needed  a  building  for  the  concentration  of  its  industrial  activities  and 
repair  work.  The  building  is  of  three  stories,  64'x27',  fire  proof 
construction  and  finished  in  faced  brick.  The  following  shops  are 
housed  herein:  Third  floor:  Surgical  Appliance,  Orthopedic,  Instru- 
ment and  Splint  shops,  Plumbing  and  Steamfitting  shops.  Second 
floor  (alley  grade  level):  Electrician's,  Carpenter's,  Tinsmith's  and 
Painter's  shops.  First  floor  (basement  driveway  level):  Mason's  and 
Plasterer's  shops,  room  for  painting  furniture,  Storage  room  and 
Furnace  Incinerator  room.  The  furnace  herein  is  used  for  the  con- 
sumption of  all  combustible  waste  from  all  the  hospital  buildings,  and 
the  steam  generated  is  used  to  heat  the  shop  buildings  and  the  hospital 
garages.  During  the  summer  months  it  produces  the  hot  water  supply 
for  these  buildings. 

The  various  shops  are  equipped  with  modern  electrical  machinery, 
electrical  saws,  planes,  drills,  grinders,  bufiing  machines,  electrical 
sewing  machine  for  leather  work,  shaping  machine,  metal  shears, 
polishers,  etc.  Hoists  are  provided  within  a  well  in  the  building  for 
lioisting  pipe  and  lumber  to  their  respective  floors,  and  on  the  alley 
side  of  the  building  a  hoist  is  provided  for  hoisting  radiators  and  heavy 
machinery  to  the  necessary  level.  The  lower  level  on  the  storeroom 
driveway  is  provided  with  openings  in  outer  wall  with  iron  doors  at 
truck  level  for  unloading  coal,  waste  and  combustible  refuse;  sand, 
gravel  and  cement  into  the  different  compartments  on  the  first  floor. 
The  building  was  occupied  in  October,  1923.  and  the  concentration  of 
shops  herein  has  proven  a  decided  economy  in  time  and  personnel. 

ALEXANDRINE  AVENUE  EAST  PROPERTY 

During  the  last  three  years,  payments  have  been  made  on  this 
property  as  the  funds  of  the  hospital  permitted.  Final  payments  on 
the  land  contract  were  made  in  March,  and  the  title  passed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  November,  1923.  The  only  remaining  obhgation 
is  a  balance  of  $3,000.00  due  on  the  Garland  Mortgage.  The  hospital 
now  owns  all  the  property  on  the  Alexandrine  Avenue  East  frontage 
except  the  corner  lot  now  occupied  by  the  Grace-Harper  Apartment 
building  and  the  50  feet  adjoining  the  alley.  During  the  year,  lot  No. 
8  in  this  subdivision  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $15,000.00  and  added  to 
our  holdings  here.  The  income  from  the  property,  after  payment  ot 
taxes  and  maintenance  costs,  showed  a  credit  balance  at  the  end  ot 
year  of  $4,934.73. 
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CAPACITY  OCCUPIED 

In  a  city  where  the  hospitals  are  overcrowded  at  certain  seasons 
of  the  year,  it  is  essential  that  the  entire  bed  capacity  be  available  for 
service.  Owing  to  seasonal  variations  in  the  demand  for  beds,  th& 
capacity  occupied  by  months  is  subject  to  considerable  variation.  The 
population  charts  show  that  from  76H  to  92%  per  cent  of  the  capacity 
was  occupied  by  months,  September,  1923,  registering  the  minimum 
and  April.  1923,  the  maximum,  the  average  being  84.2  as  contrasted 
with  83.4  in  1922  and  66.5  in  1921.  This  is  the  highest  percentage  for 
the  entire  year  and  represents  a  decided  overcrowded  condition  from 
January  to  June,  with  a  percentage  of  vacant  ward  beds  during  the 
summer  and  fall  months.  The  private  rooms,  always  in  demand  and 
too  few  in  number,  were  occupied  thei  entire  year. 

The  monthly  average  of  part-pay  patients  as  compared  with  private 
room  patients,  or  full-pay  patients,  was  66.1  per  cent.  Beds  occupied 
by  full  pay  patients  by  months,  ranged  from  24  to  27%  per  cent  of 
the  entire  capacity  with  a  general  average  of  25.2  per  cent.  Private 
rooms  represent  22.8  per  cent  of  our  total  capacity. 


NEW  EQUIPMENT 

Considerable  new  equipment  was  added  to  the  laundry  during  the 
year.  A  new  mangle  at  a  cost  of  $7,000.00  was  installed,  together  with 
two  new  steam  presses.  The  demands  on  the  laundry  have  increased  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  require  this  expenditure,  representing  approxi- 
mately $8,500.00. 

In  the  ambulance  and  transportation  departments,  expenditures  of 
approximately  $12,000,00  were  made  for  new  equipment,  which  includes 
a  new  Cadillac  Ambulance,  a  Ford  Truck  for  freight  deliveries  and 
delivery  of  supplies  to  the  Branch,  and  a  White  Motor  Bus  with  a 
capacity  of  twelve  passengers,  for  transporting  nurses  to  the  Miriam 
Memorial  West  Side  Branch  Hospital  and  to  the  Nurses'  Vacation 
Home  on  Elba  Island.  This  addition  to  our  equipment  is  a  new  de- 
parture and  was  placed  in  operation  in  May.  The  usefulness  of  this 
motor  transportation  was  demonstrated  many  times  throughout  the 
summer. 

Sound  proof  ceilings  were  installed  in  the  1910  private  patients 
addition  and  have  been  most  satisfactory.  The  reinforced  concrete 
construction  of  this  building  lent  itself  to  the  transmission  of  sound 
waves  readily  and  heretofore  has  been  a  source  of  annoyance.  This 
has  now  been  obviated. 

The  addition  of  Stedman  floor  covering  to  the  second,  third  and 
fourth  floors  in  the  old  building,  the  reception  room  and  Director's 
office,  was  an  expenditure  well  warranted  by  the  results  attained.  Many 
comments  on  the  noiselessness  of  the  corridors  and  splendid  floor 
covering  have  been  received.  The  extension  of  this  flooring  to  the 
children's  ward,  which  has  been  authorized,  will  be  a  splendid 
improvement. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  the  Director  was 
authorized  to  contract  for  an  additional  elevator,  to  run  from  the 
basement  to  the  third  floor,  adjacent  to  the  present  rear  elevator. 
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New  service  rooms  on  three  floors  for  the  adjacent  wards,  were 
authorized  in  connection  with  the  installation  of  the  elevator,  to 
cost  $17,000.00.  In  conjunction  with  this  work,  the  Board  authorized 
the  remodelling  and  redecoration  of  the  employes'  dining  room,  through 
the  removal  of  the  brick  areaway  wall  on  the  east.  This  alteration 
will  increase  the  capacity  of  the  dining  room  one-third,  and  greatly 
facilitate  our  domestic  food  service.     It  will  cost  $3,000.00  additional. 

At  the  same  time,  authorization  was  given  for  the  rewiring  of  the 
Nurses'  Home  and  the  replacement  of  old  electrical  fixtures  with 
modern  fixtures  and  outlets.  It  is  ascertained  that  this  work  will  cost 
approximately  $3,500  00,  and  can  be  carried  out  during  the  winter 
months. 


PROFESSIOXAL  WORK 

Enthusiastic  and  well  attended  staff  meetings  and  clinical  confer- 
ences were  held  monthly  by  the  entire  staf¥.  These  joint  meetings  of 
the  Attending,  Auxiliary,  Polyclinic,  Branch  and  Resident  Staffs,  have 
been  held  for  several  years  and  are  increasing  in  importance  and 
interest.  Many  new  features  have  been  introduced  in  the  discussions 
and  demonstrations  at  these  meetings.  Few  meetings  have  had  less 
than  60  per  cent  of  the  stafT  in  attendance. 

Room  Xo.  303  on  the  third  (surgical)  floor  has  been  equipped  as  an 
oftice  for  a  clinical  stenographer,  and  a  stenographer  has  been  engaged 
on  full  time  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the  stafif,  clinical  depart- 
ments and  training  school.  This  addition  to  our  professional  services 
should  result   in  improved   clinical   records  and   charts. 

The  Record  Committee,  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Attend- 
ing StafT,  meets  weekly  to  check  the  accuracy  and  completeness  of  the 
clinical  records  A  representative  of  each  of  the  clinical  departments 
is  on  this  committee. 

The  work  of  the  Urological  Department  has  progressed  satisfac- 
torily during  the  year  and  shows  a  progressive  increase  in  volunie 
and  efficiency  during  the  year.  Notable  among  the  new  departments  in 
this  progress,  has  been  the  Gastro-Enterological  Service  which  has 
doubled  its  work  under  Dr.   C.  E.  Vreeland.  as  Chief. 

An  increase  in  the  capacity  of  the  Infant  Service  is  in  progress  and 
the  milk  preparation  room  will  be  entirely  remodelled. 

In  common  with  many  other  hospitals,  special  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  treatment  of  diabetes,  and  the  diabetic  feeding  and  thera- 
peutic service  has  more  than  quadrupled.  The  hospital  is  greatly  in 
need  of  a  metabolic  food  kitchen  and  dining  service,  separate  from  the 
other  food  service,  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  provision  can  be  made 
in   the  near   future   for   its   development. 

The  obstetric  work  during  the  year  greatly  increased,  and  the 
diagnostic  clinic  has  continued  its  efficient  service  to  the  hospital. 
Attention  is  called  to  the  separate  reports  from  the  above  departments 
elsewhere  in   this   Annual. 
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X-RAY  DEPARTMEXT 

It  became  necessary  during  the  year  to  provide  for  increased 
facilities  in  this  department.  An  entire  remodeUing  of  the  X-ray 
operating  rooms  was  ordered  and  all  equipment  replaced  with  new. 
Additional  space  for  a  fluoroscopic  room  was  assigned  ensuite  with 
the  X-ray  operating  rooms,  which  now  occupy  both  sides  of  the  mam 
surgical  corridor.  The  new  rooms  and  equipment  practically  double 
the  capacity  of  this  department. 

LABORATORIES 

The  work  of  the  laboratories  has  considerably  increased,  as  shown 
by  the  report  of  the  Director  elsewhere.  Attention  is  called  to  the 
splendid  facihties  and  organization  for  the  training  of  laboratory 
technicians,  which  was  undertaken  several  years  ago  and  has  gradually 
developed.  Two  or  three  technicians  are  constantly  in  training  and  the 
schedule  of  didactic  and  practical  work  covering  a  six  months  course 
is  carried  out,  at  the  completion  of  which  the  technicians  have  little 
difficult}'  in  obtaining  satisfactory  positions. 

MIRIAM  MEMORIAL  BRAXCH 

Reference  last  j-ear  was  made  to  the  organization  of  a  Communitj- 
Staff.  This  community  hospital,  operated  as  a  branch  of  the  main 
hospital,  is  so  highly  successful  that  it  offers  encouragement  for  the 
establishment  of  branches  in  other  parts  of  the  city.  It  is  well  known 
that  the  East  Side  of  the  city  is  desperately  in  need  of  hospital  accom- 
modations and  it  is  hoped  that  some  means  may  be  provided  in  the 
near  future  for  their  relief.  It  would  appear  contrary  to  good  practice 
to  transport  patients  in  ambulances  eight  to  ten  miles,  as  is  sometimes 
necessarv  from  that  district.  The  work  of  the  Branch  has  increased 
over  1921  and  1922  to  such  an  extent  that  it  has  become  necessary  to 
increase  facilities  herein.  The  number  of  patients  treated  in  1923 
exceeded  1922  by  22.9  per  cent  and  1921  by  67.7  per  cent.  The  X-ray 
equipment  has  been  entirely  changed  to  a  modern  up-to-date  plant, 
including  fluoroscopic  and  radiagraphic  apparatus  sufficient  fora  hos- 
pital twice  the  size.  The  laboratory  will  also  be  increased  in  size  and 
a  technician  employed  to  cover  both  the  laboratory  and  X-ray  depart- 
ments. Much  other  new  equipment  has  been  added,  including  a 
surgeon's  Ventlite  Lamp  for  the  operating  room,  new  stretchers,  etc. 

TRAIXIXG  SCHOOL 

During  the  year,  the  Board  increased  the  number  of  nurses  in 
training  to  150.  The  Directress  of  Xurses  reports  a  large  and  increas- 
ing number  of  applicants  for  training.  The  theoretical  teaching  of 
junior  nurses  in  the  Cass  Technical  High  School  continues  to  be 
highly  satisfactory  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  splendid  service  and 
aid  to  the  medical  and  nursing  profession  will  not  be  interrupted. 

The  Nurses'  Vacation  Home  on  Elba  Island  was  opened  in  May 
and  was  in  use  until  October  1,  1923.  It  fulfills  the  intent  of  the  donor, 
Mrs.  Joy,  in  providing  a  splendid  rest  home  and  many  unique 
recreational  opportunities  for  pupil  and  graduate  nurses  of  the  school. 
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The  teaching  facilities  of  the  school  have  been  enlarged  by  the  pur- 
chase of  additional  pedagogic  equipment,  manikins,  figures,  etc.,  and  the 
remodelling  of  class  rooms. 

A  room  adjoining  the  office  of  the  Directress  of  Nurses  has  been 
fitted  up  for  a  full  time  stenographer,  with  filing  and  supply  cabinets, 
etc.  This  expansion  in  the  administrative  work  of  the  training  school 
has  been  long  needed  and  should  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  this 
department. 

OUT-PATIEXT  DEPARTMENT 

In  this  department  a  new  Nose  and  Throat  Service  was  opened, 
with  complete  new  equipment.  The  Eye,  Ear  and  Refraction  Depart- 
ment was  remodelled  and  arranged  so  that  two  or  more  examinations 
can  be  conducted  at  the  same  time. 

In  the  reorganization  of  the  G3'necological  Department,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Anderson,  new  rooms  were  fitted  up  for  the  gyneco- 
logical service  and  new  equipment  installed.  This  service  has  been 
greatly  augmented  as  a  result  and  splendid  work  is  carried  out.  Several 
other  departments  have  increased  in  efficiency  and  volume. 

In  the  Dental  Department  a  dentist  has  been  engaged  on  full  time, 
one-half  of  the  expense  being  assumed  by  the  Community  Fund  and 
the  other  half  by  the  Board  of  Health.  During  forenoons,  school  chil- 
dren from  the  Department  of  Education  are  examined  and  treated.  The 
remainder  of  the  day,  adults,  many  of  whom  are  able  to  pay  a  part 
of  the  expense  of  their  treatment,  are  cared  for. 

The  Cancer  Clinic  has  been  continued  throughout  the  year  and 
during  the  cancer  week,  1923,  90  patients  were  examined. 

The  Community  Union  continues  to  finance  this  department.  On 
page  T7  will  be  found  a  financial  statement  of  the  income-and  disburse- 
ments of  this  part  of  our  work.  Technicians  from  the  Laboratories, 
Department  of  Internal  Medicine,  Surgery,  X-ray  and  Radium,  are 
available  daily  in  this  clinic. 

The  Social  Service  Department  continues  to  carr}'  out  its  functions 
over  a  widely  distributed  area  in  the  follow-up  care  and  the  investiga- 
tion of  social  conditions  of  patients  and  their  families,  presenting  at  the 
clinic,  as  well  as  convalescent  ward  patients. 

POST-GRADUATE  COURSES 

A  report  covering  these  courses  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  the 
Annual.  During  the  year,  the  Technical  Laboratory  course  was 
extended  to  six  months.  The  specialized  training  in  Surgical  Anes- 
thesia has  been  exceedingly  popular  and  the  number  of  apphcants  is 
largely  in  excess  of  our  capacity  to  train.  There  is  an  increasing 
demand  for  the  graduates,  especially  of  the  Laooratory  and  X-ray 
Technical  courses. 

OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY  DEPARTMENT 

This  department  continues  to  function  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  our 
convalescent  sick  who  are  provided  with  the  means  of  occupying  part 
of  many  tedious  hours  during  their  convalescence.  In  addition,  an 
occasional  patient  has  the  opportunity  of  at  least  providing  an  auxiliary 
to  their  means  of  livelihood  after  leaving  the  hospital,  as  has  been 
demonstrated  in  several  instances. 
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DETROIT   COMMUNITY    FUND 

The  Detroit  Community  Fund  contributed  to  the  maintenaiice  of 
the  Out-Patient.  Social  Service  and  Occupational  Therapy  Depart- 
ments to  the  extent  of  $17,626.10.  ^vhich  sum  was  augmented  by  direct 
receipts  of  $5,168.44.  an  increase  of  35  per  cent  over  last  year. 

Eleven  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  patients  in  the  hospital 
were  patients  transferred  from  the  Out-Patient  Department,  who  were 
treated  free  or  at  a  part  of  the  cost  of  care.  During  the  year  it  was 
decided  to  engage  a  full  tme  dentist  for  repair  work  dentures  and 
laboratory  work  in  adults.  This  work  during  the  last  four  months  o 
1923  was  financed  from  a  special  fund,  and  increased  to  tne  extent  that 
it  was  included  in  the  Detroit   Community  Union  Budget  for   1924. 

CHARITY  WORK  OF  THE  HOSPITAL 

The  Main  Hospital  and  the  West  Side  Branch  treated  784  patients 
free  of  charge,  a  total  of  10,352  days.  The  number  of  days  of  tree 
treatment  was  approximately  the  same  as  last  year  For  the^^'^^r,^^ 
these  patients,  the  hospital  expended  approximately  ?42,S0U_  ilie 
majority  of  these  patients  were  admitted  from  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment most  of  whom  were  children  and  infants  admitted  for  treatment 
of  nutritional  disorders,  removal  of  tonsils  or  adenoids,  or  tor  cor- 
rectional work  in  the  Orthopedic  Department.  A  certain  percentage 
of  the  children  were  furnished  with  appliances,  manufactured  m  our 
Orthopedic  and  Surgical  Appliance   Industrial  Shop,  either  free  or  at 


cost. 


BEQUESTS  AND  CONTRIBUTIONS 


The  Joseph  W  Dailey  bequest  became  available  early  in  1923.  This 
splendid  endowment  will  permit  the  care  of  many  indigent  and  needy 
patients  A  part  of  the  income  was  applied  during  the  year  (bee 
Auditor's  report,  page  82).  It  was  the  intent  of  the  donor  that  this 
bequest  should  be  appHed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  o  Trustees, 
to  the  care  of  needy  sick.  In  accordance  with  his  intent,  this  invest- 
ment has  been  set  aside  as  a  special  endowment,  the  income  of  which 
will  be  directly  applied  to  the  care  of  the  indigent  sick.  The  Comittee 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  charged  with  this  duty  m  conjunction  with  the 
Trustees  of  Harper  Hospital,  rented  the  Dailey  Buildmg  for  a  term  ot 
years,  so  that  the  hospital  is  assured  of  a  steady  income  from  that  part 
of   the  bequest. 

In  addition  to  our  interest  in  the  Dailey  Building,  the  balance  of 
the  bequest  totalled  $51,045.00. 

The  Julia  F  Owen  bequest  of  $5,000.00  was  paid  to  the  hospital  m 
January  1923.  This  bequest  was  credited  to  the  General  Endowment 
Fund,  in  accordance  with  the  intent  of  the  donor. 

The  bequest  of  Elizabeth  A.  McMillan  was  received  by  the  Treas- 
urer in  June  1923.  and  credited  to  the  General  Endowment  Fund,  in 
accordance  with  the  intent  of  the  donor.  This  splendid  bequest 
probably  exceeded  the  expectations  of  the  donor,  who  provided  hand- 
somely for  three  hospitals  in  her  will,  the  pro  rata  share  of  The  Grace 
Hospital  amounting  to  $91,045.50. 
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The  bequest  of  Irene  Sprague  Moore,  ^vas  paid  to  the  hospital  in 
October,  1923,  and  credited  to  the  General  Endowment  Fund  as  in- 
tended by  the  donor.  Mrs.  Moore  had  been  a  patient  in  the  hospital 
on  more  than  one  occasion  and  wished  to  further  the  opportunities  of 
the  hospital  in  the  care  of  the  sick.     The  amount  was  $2,000.00. 

The  Tessie  Knight  bequest  of  $500.00  was  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  hospital  in  October,  1923.  The  lady  who  made  this  bequest  died  m 
1914,  but  on  account  of  delay  in  the  settlement  of  her  estate.  10  years 
passed  before  the  hospital  received  payment.  It  was  credited  to  the 
General  Endowment  Fund,  in  accordance  with  the  intent  of  the  donor. 

Mrs.  Louis  J.  Goux  donated  the  sum  of  $850  for  the  furnishing  and 
decoration  of  a  room  in  memory  of  her  husband.  Dr.  Louis  J.  Goux, 
who  for  many  years  had  been  an  attending  physician  in  the  Department 
of  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat.  Room  406,  now  known  as  the  Louis  J. 
Goux  Memorial  Room,  will  perpetuate  the  memory  of  a  splendid  friend 
of  the  hospital,  who  gave  many  months  and  years  of  service  and  sup- 
port. A  small  balance  in  this  fund  has  been  invested  in  a  Certificate  of 
Deposit  for   the  maintenance  of  the  room. 


RESIDENT  INTERNE  SERVICE 

Eighteen  medical  graduates  were  appointed  to  resident  interneships 
in  1923  for  vacancies  occurring  in  July,  September,  October  and 
December.  Two-thirds  of  these  appointments  were  from  the  Medical 
Department  of  the  University  of  Michigan  and  the  remainder  were 
scattered.  The  Grace  Hospital  meets  the  requirements  of  the  fifth 
interne  years  of  the  State  of  Michigan  and  several  other  States.  A 
schedule  of  rotating  service  with  clinical  conferences,  ward  walks,  etc., 
have  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  the  practical  and 
scientific  training  of  internes  is  given  constant  supervision  on  the  part 
of  Chiefs  of  Staff,  Members  of  Departments  and  the  Resident  Physician, 
who  are  charged  with  these  functions.  The  heary  co-operation  of  the 
staff  members  in  this  work,  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  hos- 
pital management  as  well  as  the  internes  who  have  benefited  from  their 
teaching. 

Mr.  George  H.  Beach  continues  his  annual  contribution  of  $50.00 
to  the  hospital.  This  was  supplemented  in  1923  by  a  contribution  of 
$150.00  from  Mr.  Kenneth  Anderson.  These  good  friends  have  the 
thanks   of   the  hospital  for   their   continued   interest. 


FIREMAN'S  WARD 

On  May  1,  1923.  an  agreement  was  made  with  the  Detroit  Fire- 
men's Association,  for  the  equipment  and  furnishing  of  a  ward  of  four 
beds,  for  the  use  of  sick  and  injured  firemen  of  the  Detroit  City  Fire 
Department.  Happily  it  has  been  necessary  to  care  for  only  a  few 
sick  and  injured  firemen  during  the  year  in  this  ward.  Those  who  have 
made  use  of  it,  invariably  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  Httle  unit 
set  aside  for  their  use,  as  well  as  the  service  they  received. 
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PUPIL  NURSES'  WARD 

This  little  ward  of  four  beds,  newly  decorated  and  refurnished,  has 
served  its  purpose  admirably  during  the  year.  The  pupil  nurses  who- 
were  ill  or  convalescing,  appreciated  the  opportunity  of  being  asso- 
ciated together  in  the  ward,  and  the  hospital  has  been  relieved  of 
attempting  to  provide  beds  on  short  notice  from  its  general  accommo- 
dations. Herein  the  training  school  have  a  ward  that  they  can  call- 
their  own. 

DEATH  OF  MR.  S.  R.  KINNER 

We  have  to  record  the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  S.  R.  Kinner,  a  faithful 
officer  of  the  hospital,  on  September  16,  1923.  From  the  opening  in 
1912,  Mr.  Kinner  has  been  the  Steward  of  the  Miriam  Memorial  Branchy 
to  which  position  he  had  devoted  some  of  the  best  years  of  his  life. 
He  was  always  a  faithful,  industrious  and  loyal  servant  of  the  hospital 
and  the  public.

The  hospital  is  under  many  obligations  to  the  First  National 
Company  of  Detroit  for  a  quarterly  appraisal  during  1923,  of  the  invest- 
ments that  make  up  the  endowment  funds.  From  time  to  time  the 
Finance  Committee  have  sold  and  reinvested  certain  bonds  and 
investments  of  the  hospital  for  the  purpose  of  reinvestment  in  better 
securities. 

We  are  under  special  obligations  to  many  friends  of  the  hospital 
who  continue  to  make  small  contributions  of  flowers,  magazines,  fruit, 
etc.,  etc.,  from  time  to  time.

Three  members  of  the  class  are  now  in  the  west,  engaged  in  hospital 
,  duty:  Miss  Belle  Crichton,  Miss  Ermina  Boylan  are  in  California, 
and  Miss  Grace  Gillespie  in  the  State  of  Washington. 

There  has  been  a  number  of  changes  in  the  nursing  staff  during  the 
year  and  it  is  with  regret  we  report  the  resignation  of  Miss  Marie 
De  Long,  who  for  the  past  five  years  held  the  position  of  Operating- 
Room'  Supervisor,  and  Miss  Harriet  Westley  who  for  four  years  was 
in  charge  of  Wards  7  and  9. 

Miss  Bertha  L.  Ccimisky,  Supervisor,  Corridor  F  and  Ward  5, 
resigned  to  be  married. 
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Miss  Elsa  Gould,  Supervisor,  Corridor  C  &  D,  resigned  and  is  now 
located  in  Los  Angeles,  California. 

The  general  health  of  the  nurses  has  been  good  and  although  there 
has  been  the  usual  illness,  there  has  been  no  serious  results. 

Our  affiliation  with  the  Cass  Technical  High  School  has  continued. 
The  study  of  Dietotherapy  introduced  last  year  as  a  senior  subject  has 
filled  a  most  important  place  in  the  curriculum.  The  subject  of 
psychology,  also  a  senior  subject,  has  been  well  received.  We  intend 
to  place  psychology  as  a  junior  subject  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  wish  to  extend  a  word  of  appreciation  and  to  commend  the 
unfaihng  interest  received  by  our  students  from  the  officers  of  the 
high  school. 

We  wish  to  thank  Dr.  W.  L.  Babcock,  Director,  for  his  interest  in 
the  purchase  of  the  microscope  and  the  Denower-Geppert  Company 
Anatomical  and  Obstetrical  teaching  models  recently  added  to  the 
class-room  equipment.  Also  for  the  remodeling  and  equipping  of  room 
in  Nurses'  Home  to  be  used  as  a  laboratory. 

The  student  Y.  W.  C.  A.  has  developed  a  permanent  interest  in  the 
school,  the  nurses  sending  as  last  year  two  representatives  to  the 
National  Y.  W.  C.  A.  Convention,  and  providing  "Holiday  Dinners" 
for  two  needy  families

To  the  kind  friends  who  in  many  ways  have  remembered  the 
nurses,  I  wish  to  extend  a  word  of  sincere  appreciation  from  the  entire 
Training-School. 

Once  more  we  endeavor  to  thank  Mrs.  Helen  N.  Joy  for  her  unfail- 
ing interest  and  sympathy,  for  the  Vacation  Home,  Christmas  Supper, 
and   Symphony   Concert  and   Travel  Talk  tickets. 

The  Vacation  Home  has  proven  a  haven  for  the  nurses,  graduate 
and  pupil.  Many  of  the  nurses  enjoyed  their  entire  vacation  holiday 
at  the  Vacation  Home  this  summer,  returning  rested  and  happy. 

Many  delightful  picnics  and  parties  were  also  arranged.  Visitors 
to  the  Institute  conducted  by  the  Michigan  State  League  of  Nursing 
Education    were   also   entertained. 

Due  to  the  interest  of  Dr.  W.  L.__5abcock  a  new  motor  bus  was 
placed  in  service  for  use  in  conveying  the  nurses  to  and  from  the 
Vacation  Home.

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HELEN  N.  JOY  NURSES'  VACATION  HOME 


This  beautiful  Home  on  Elba  Island,  in  the  Detroit  River,  was 
purchased  by  Mrs.  Helen  N.  Joy  for  the  use  of  pupil  nurses  of  the 
Grace  Hospital,  on  week  ends  and  during  their  vacation  periods,  if 
they  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  its  use.  The  house  was  entirely 
rebuilt  and  remodeled  to  accommodate  comfortably  thirty  nurses  at 
a  time.  It  also  has  emergency  provision  for  twenty  additional,  giving 
it  a  total  capacity  of  fifty  nurses. 

This  Home  occupies  an  elevated  position  on  a  bluff  overlooking 
the  mouth  of  the  Detroit  River.  The  large  grounds  and  spacious 
verandas  make  it  an  ideal  play  ground  for  tired  nurses.  The  other 
buildings  include  a  caretaker's  cottage,  garage,  stable  for  pony,  and  ice 
house.  The  grounds  are  several  acres  in  extent.  A  large  garden 
ample  in  size,  is  part  of  the  property.  There  are  a  large  number  of 
shade  trees  on  the  grounds,  and  in  addition  sixty  fruit  trees,  including 
apple,  pear,  cherry,  plum  and  mulberry  trees.  A  dock  for  boats  and 
a  bathing  beach  are  features  of  this  summer  home. 

Pupil  nurses  from  the  Grace  Hospital  Training  School  for  Nurses, 
from  May  1  to  October  1,  are  sent  to  the  Home  in  groups  of  thirty. 
The  Hospital  maintains  an  automobile  service  between  the  Main 
Hospital  and  the  West  Side  Branch  Hospital  and  the  summer  home. 
The  Home  is  in  charge  of  a  caretaker  throughout  the  year,  and  a 
housekeeper,  cook  and  maid  are  employed  during  the  vacation  months.

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REPORT  OF  ANESTHESIA  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Director: 

The  Department  of  Anesthesia  hereby  submits  its  report  for  the 
year  1923.  There  have  been  5,427  general  anesthetics  given  and  487 
local  anesthetics.  In  438  of  the  lattef  novocain  was  used.  Of  the 
5,427  general  anesthetics,  nitrous  oxide  and  oxygen  was  used  in  1,518 
cases;  colonic  ether  in  two  cases  and  ethylene  in   10  cases. 

The  introduction  of  ethylene  into  the  armamentarium  of  the  anes- 
thetist has  been  one  of  the  most  interesting  events  of  the  past  year, 
and  this  new  anesthetic  promises  to  become  a  permanent  member  of 
the  group  of  general  anesthetics. 

There  have  been  32  graduates  from  the  course  in  anesthesia  during' 
this  year,  and  most  of  them  are  now  satisfactorily  located  in  hospital 
positions. 

The  Anesthetic  Department  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  of 
the  helpful  interest  and  assistance  rendered  it  by  the  attending  surgeons 
and  also  to  extend  thanks  to  the  associated  departments,  especially 
that  of  surgery,  for  the  very  excellent  co-operative  spirit  manifested 
during  the  past  year.

diet  kitchen  three  times  daily,  including  diabetic,  nephritic,  therapeutic 

and   gastric   ulcer   diets.  ,    ,        j  ^ 

\  metabolic  and  invalid  diet  kitchen  is  greatly  needed  and  request 

will"  be  made  for   this  addition  in  the  near   future.      Patients   receiving 

diabetic    treatment    are    taught    to    calculate    their    diet    before    leavmg 

the  hospital,  a  feature  which  is  appreciated  both  by  patient  and  doctor.

(OUT   PATIENT  DEPARTMENT) 
1923 


The  Out-Patient  Department  has  had  a  busy  year,  aiming  to  in- 
crease the  quahty  of  its  work  rather  than  quantity  output.  This 
statement  may  be  better  understood  by  a  review  of  the  department. 
Especially  is  this  true  in  the  development  and  organization  of  the 
special  clinics,  such  as  diabetic,  cancer,  heart  and  the  re-organization 
-of  the  Gynecological,  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  and  Dental  De- 
partments. 

In  March,  1923,  a  diabetic  clinic  was  organized  by  Dr.  Wendt. 
For  one  hour  every  Friday  morning  Dr.  Wendt  meets  diabetic  patients 
and  instructs  them  in  the  nutritive  value  of  foods,  the  exact  amounts 
that  should  be  eaten  and  the  kinds  which  are  allowed  to  patients  of 
this  disease.  The  patients  are  required  to  have  scales;  those  who 
are  unable  to  purchase  them  may  borrow  them  for  an  indefinite 
time  from  the  chnic.  A  worker  from  the  Social  Service  Department 
visits  the  homes  of  these  patients  and  gives  further  help  in  the  weigh- 
ing and  selecting  of  foods. 

In  September,  1923,  the  Gynecological  Department  was  organized 
in  connection  with  the  re-organization  of  the  In-Department  of  the 
Hospital.  Dr.  Bruce  Anderson  assumed  charge  of  this  cHnic  and 
took  over  rooms  7  and  8  for  examining  and  treatment  rooms.  New 
equipment  was  provided,  partially  by  the  hospital  and  partially 
through  friends  interested  in  the  work.  The  improvement  in  the 
service  and  the  growth  of  this  department  since  it  has  been  organized 
has  attracted   attention. 

The  Dermatological  Department  has  increased  its  scope  and  thera- 
peutic equipment  to  a  considerable  extent.  The  use  of  the  ultra  violet 
ray  has  enabled  the  clinicians  to  treat  many  hospital  patients  and 
crippled  children  of  the  Sigma  Gama  Clinic,  all  without  charge.  It 
has  also  been  a  means  of  benefiting  many  children  who  have  developed 
skin  eruptions,  in  association  with  osteomylitis.  In  every  surgical 
case  a  course  of  treatments  by  the  rays  is  carried  out  prior  to  operation. 

A  Dental  Clinic  for  adults  was  organized  on  a  pay  and  part  pay 
basis  in  September,  1923,  under  the  direction  of  D.  S.  Stuart,  D.D.S. 
.Dr.    Stuart   will    put   in    full    time   in    the    clinic   in    1924,    through    an 
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arrangement  bj^  which  the  Detroit  Community  Union  and  the  Detroit 
Board  of  Health  divide  the  expense.  He  treats  children  from  the 
schools  and  public  clinics  in  the  forenoons  and  makes  appointments 
with  adult  patients  for  afternoons.  It  is  expected  that  this  chnic  will 
prove  nearlj'  self-supporting  by  the  end  of  next  year.  Patients  are 
admitted  to  the  clinic  and  classified  for  treatment  by  the  Social  Service 
Director  under  the  following  headings: 

(a)  Unable  to  pay  any  part  of  cost; 

(b)  Able  to  pay  for  material  and  part  time  of  dentist; 

(c)  Able  to  pay  for  material  and  full  time  of  dentist. 

The  hours  are  from  9:00  a.  m.  to  3:00  p.  m.,  except  Sundays  and 
holidays,  and  Saturdays  from  9:00  a.  m.  to  12:00  noon. 

In  June,  1923,  a  new  nose  and  throat  examiining  and  treatment 
room  was  equipped  and  opened  The  necessity  for  this  room  has 
been  extremely  urgent  for  several  years,  owing  to  the  crowded  con- 
dition of  this  clinic,  W'hich  formerly  has  been  run  in  conjunction  with 
the  Eye  and  Ear  Department.  The  two  departments  are  now 
separated.  Late  in  the  season  the  Eye  and  Ear  Department  was 
enlarged  to  double  its  former  capacity,  and  it  is  now  possible  for 
two  Refractionists  to  be  working  at  the  same  time  in  the  examination 
of  eyes.  Considerable  new  equipment  has  been  added  to  both  of 
these  departments,  greatly  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  work. 

The  acquirement  of  new  rooms  and  the  changes  detailed  above 
have  increased  the  space  occupied  by  the  clinic  35  per  cent.  The 
amount  of  time  and  study  spent  on  patients  in  the  clinic  during  the 
past  year  has  increased  to  a  greater  extent  than  for  any  previous 
five  year  periods.  Each  department  seems  to  be  keenly  alive  to  the 
necessity  of  prompt  and  efficient  service. 

We  are  under  many  obligations  to  the  Attending  Physicians  and 
their  assistants  for  their  unselfish  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  clinic.

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REPORT    OF    THE    SOCLAL    SERVICE    DEPARTMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1923 
To  the  Director: 

I  hereby  present  the  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  Social  Service 
Department  of  the  Grace  Hospital  for   the  year   1923. 

During  the  year  1020  patients  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  through 
the  clinic;  of  which  there  were  838  nose  and  throat  cases. 

The  social  service  department  aims  to  assist  the  different  depart- 
ments in  the  clinic  in  having  the  patient  return  for  treatment.  This 
is  done  by  correspondence  and  by  home  visits.  793  visits  were  made 
to   homes  during  the  3'ear. 

During  the  year  2.975  new  families  were  registered  in  this  depart- 
ment. There  is  not  always  a  social  service  problem  connected  with 
all  cases  who  register.  Some  of  them  need  only  medical  treatment  and 
over  a  short   period  of  time. 

This  department  aims  to  co-operate  with  the  Board  of  Health  and 
Board  of  Education  in  the  work  that  the  teachers  and  nurses  are 
doing  among  the  handicapped  children  here  in  Detroit.  The  depart- 
ment of  Sight  Conservation,  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Fannie 
Fletcher,  is  to  be  commended  for  the  work  done  among  the  children 
that  are  blind  or  partially  blind.  We  are  glad  that  we  have  been 
able  to  assist  in  this  magnificent  w-ork  by  treating  many  of  those 
children  and  furnishing  them  with  glasses. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  December  22nd.  125  of  the  130  children 
who  were  invited,  attended  the  annual  Christmas  partj'.  The  enter- 
tainment consisted  of  motion  pictures  provided  by  the  Detroit  Com- 
munity Union.  The  moving  pictures  proved  particularly  interesting 
to  those  little  children,  as  many  of  them  rarely  have  an  opportunity- 
to  see  a  motion  picture  show.  Dr.  Walker,  the  clinic  interne,  added 
much  enjoyment  and  excitement  to  the  party  by  dressing  up  as 
Santa  Claus  and  distributing  the  gifts  in  such  a  way  that  there  was 
no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  children  but  what  they  had  been  visited 
by  the  real  Santa  Claus   himself. 

The  clinic  staff  is  greatly  indebted  to  Airs.  Robert  Page,  social . 
worker  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  Michigan,  for  her  splendid  dona- 
tion of  toys  and  stockings;  to  the  Red  Cross  for  the  fine  assortment 
of  toys;  to  Mrs.  J.  W.  Parker  for  the  large,  luscious  apples,  and  to 
Dr.  W.  L.  Babcock.  director  of  Grace  Hospital,  for  providing  so 
bountifully,  ice  cream,  cake  and  cocoa,  which  the  children  enjoyed 
so  much. 

Space  does  not  permit  a  detailed  report  of  all  the  families  that 
are  being  helped  by  this  clinic.  In  a  particular  family  the  father 
is  mentally  ill  and  is  a  patient  in  Eloise  Hospital.  The  mother  has 
been  trying  to  care  for  her  five  small  children  and  has  been  sick  for 
a  long  time.  Last  November  she  was  placed  in  Grace  Hospital,  where 
she  was  operated  on  and  cared  for  until  she  was  able  to  go  home. 
Stockings  and  warm  underwear  were  given  to  the  children.  A  well- 
filled  basket  was  delivered  to  them  on  Thanksgiving  Day.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Middleton  provided  them  with  a  bountiful  Christmas  dinner. 
The  mother,  in  her  own  way,  has  expressed  her  appreciation  for 
the  many  things  which  have  been  done  for  her.  She  says  she  will 
never  forget  the  kindness  shown  her  while  she  was  a  patient  in 
Grace    Hospital. 
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We  wish  to  thank  the  Detroit  Needle  Work  Guild  for  their  dona- 
tions of  clothing;  Dr.  S.  Sanderson  for  a  bath  robe  for  a  clinic 
patient;  the  student  nurses  for  clothing,  and  Mrs.  Wm.  P.  Mellon 
for  shoes.

OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPY  DEPARTMENT 

1923 

To  the  Director: 

I  have  the  honor  and  pleasure  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the 
Department  of  Occupational  Therapy  for  the  year  ending  December 
31    1923. 

'  The  department  is  now  fully  established  in  the  hospital  building. 
Due  to  its  propinquity  to  the  patients,  this  affords  the  director  additional 
facilities. 

New  articles  and  materials  are  constantly  being  added  to  please 
both  the  patient,  who  works  with  interest,  and  the  purchaser  who 
appreciates  the  articles  that  are  both  useful  and  ornamental. 

We  feel  that  this  department  is  of  therapeutic  value  because  it 
affords  added  cheer  and  a  purposeful  interest  which  are  so  essential 
to  otherwise  unoccupied  minds,  besides  affording  a  diversion  f or  ^ the 
active  individual  obhged  to  spend  some  time  in  the  institution.  "To 
know  that  illness  has  not  deprived  one  of  power,  even  though  that 
power  is  manifested  in  new  and  heretofore  unvalued  activities,"  is 
the  delightful  experience  of  our  patients  who  are  interested  in  the 
work. 

By  the  donation  of  some  of  the  material,  by  the  sale  of  materials 
to  patients,  and  by  the  patient  making  one  article  for  the  hospital, 
which  in  turn  is  sold,  the  department  is  able  to  finance  expenditures. 

The  exhibit  for  the  holiday  season  met  with  a  decided  success,  and 
the  enthusiasm  displayed  and  articles  sold,  indicate  the  success  in  the 
department  which  has  been  made  possible  by  the  co-operation  from 
the  institution,  supervisor  and  nurses,  and  I  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  all  those  who  have  contributed  to  whatever  success  the  depart- 
ment has  met  with.
